Let me now describe the process through 


which llie I.ngluh rupees M present pass 
to bring ihetn nut fioin the G.ibul Mint in 
^h.tpc o( Cabulee rupees. 
In one of the 


rude sheds whu h 1 hftve deit ribed as tun 
runs round the court >ard. are two rows of 
small, round clay lieirtlis. elev^ed an 
inch or two above the tloor and depressed. 
like a plate, in the middle 
A pile of 


rupees — generally 
300— havinu 
been 


counted ana weighed, is placed upon one 
of these- hearths in a carefully prepared 
bed of bone ashes, and covered over wnh 
charcoal and wood."-The rh.iir.ml is then 
lighted, and when well aglow lour pounde 
ofleid for every 100 rupees is added to 
the furnace. 
The lead, in coii'bmalion 


with the bone ashes, separates, as is well 
known, the alloy 
This firil process coa- 


verts the rupees into, a dull, unsightly 
mass of silver, free or neaily so, from al- 
loy. 
The pure silver thus extracted is 'hen 


carried to another shed, carefully weighr d 
and an amount of l.nglish rupees equal to 
it. weight added to it. Rupees and silver 
are then melied tog«th«rm a clay crucible. 
and the melted mixture is ladled by hand 
into molds, which give it the shape of 
flattened bars about twelve inches long 
These bars are then taken to a third shed 
to be. annealed by hammering, and given 
the form of slender, round rods. 
The 


next processsis that of drawing these rods 
through a plate of iron, perforated with 
round holes, to pve them a uniform cir- 
cumference. This is done by means of a 
rude hand-wheel, after which the rods ar« 
cot by hammer and chisel mto the lengths 
requisite to form the future rupee, each of 
which lengths is carefully weighed m a 
pair of scales. Any that are loo heavy 
are handed to a workman whose business 
it is to slice off a fragment with his chisel , 
any part that, on the contrary, are too 
light are handed to another workman, 
who 
notches the 
little cylinder by 


a blow on 
his 
chisel, and inserts 


the 
required 
fragment 
into 
the 


notch. The cylinders are next carried to 
a filth shed, and. after gently heating, are 
hammered in4o small, round disks, which 
have a yellowish white coloi . To remove 
this color and give them brightness they 
are next planged into a caldron of boil 
ing water, in which they are bulled fpr 
some time along with apricot fruit and' 
snlt. This process imparts whiteness to 
the dull disks of siver, and they are then 
ready for. the last process they have to go 
through, that of stamping 
This is, per- 


haps, the most interesiinK part ol the op- 
eration, 
Two operators sit facing one 


another, half naked, cyi the ground, with 
a little iron anvil between them. Into the 
face ol the anvil is inserted a steel stamp, 
destined to give the impression which the 
under Bide of thf roupee will bear. One 
operator places the liitle- silver disks with 
great quickness and accuracy upon the 
aiauip. un J llit Mitt, who is armed' with a 
heavy hammer m Hs right hand, and a 
steel stamp be»nng «he inscription des- 
tined for the upper side of the rupee in his 
left: with one heavy, well delivered blow, 
impresses the device on the soft lump ol 
silver, I "tlv, each rupee thus stamped 
13 again weighed, and deficiencies in 
weJght made up by the same rude process 
as noted at another stage of the work, the 
amended rupee passing once more under 
the hand of the stampers. Such is tbe 
simple process by -which money is now 
being coined at Kabul. It cer»«inly makes 
one stare by iB very simplicity, and the 
absence of all secrecy, fuss, or show ; and 
« perfectly effective, and the money turn- 
ed out, though rough and unfinished, is 
urcellent in quality, if inartistic in shape 
and appe»rance. It needs hardly to be 
««id that the rupees coined as I have de- 
scribed contain only half the quantity of 
alloy which the English rupee does. I 
shall only add that the establishment, as 
now constituted, ran. torn out twenty-five 
thousand rupees per day, and is capable of 
anr extension.— [Kabul letter to London 
Times.
